If the wishes of the railway surgeons of 
America as expressed unofficially at their 
annual meeting in the Palmer house yester- 
day are heeded by the railway companies, 
engineers and firemen experienced in the 
service no longer will be discharged for de- 
fective eyesight, but will be allowed to wear 
glasses and hold their positions. 

Dr. Nelson M. Black of Milwaukee read a 
paper on the topic at the meeting. He said 
the objection to glasses was diminishing in 
railroad circles. 

Dr. Richard W. Corwin of Pueblo, Colo., 
president of the association, also cited. in- 
stances where glasses could be worn without 
endargering the safety of the public. He 
declared the railroads wanted unified rules 
for signals and rte sop eee for employés, 
but said the state laws interfered with definite 
national measures to that end. 

Dr. Corwin talked earlier in the afternoon 
on the prevention of ili health among railway 
employés. He said it was the duty of the 
surgeons and of the companies to prevent 
sickness among employés as far as possible. 

Dr. Corwin. declared that any expense to- 
ward educating employés in the way of 
healthful living would pay the railroads many 
fold in a pecuniary manner. 

The importance of clean cars and sanita- 
tion was brought out by Dr. E. M. Eckardof 
Peoria, chief surgeon of the Toledo, Peoria

Mr. Farson continued to 
persist in building brick walls, but Hawley 
each time tore them down, until at last Far- 
son constructed a ‘sixteen ‘foot wall three 
feet thick, which has repelled all attacks.

DR, BROUWERNO? GUILTY. 


JURY ACQUITS MAN ACCUSED OF 
POISONING WIFE. 


Dramatic Scene at Toms River, N. J., 
Courtroom When Verdict Is Au 
nounced—People Clap Their Hands 
and Cheer Despite the Rule 
Crowds in the Streets Follow Lib- 
erated Man to His Home, Cheering 
and Congratulating Him. 


Toms River, N. J., Oct. 17.—[Special. }— 
After a trial lasting about ten days, Dr. 
Frank L. Brouwer, indicted for the murder 
of his wife by poison, was acquitted today. 
The jury brought in a verdict of “ not guilty ” 
inside of an hour. 

Dr. Brouwer was brought in, looking pale, 
but showing little signs of nervousness. The 
jury then filed into the box and the foreman 
Was asked if they had agreed on a verdict. 
He promptly replied: “‘ We find a verdict of 
not gullty.“ 

Instantly the courtroom was ih an uproar. 
Men and women cheered and applauded, in 
spite of the rapping for order, and the court 
officers had difficulty in suppressing the noise. 
Finally, when quiet was restored, Dr. Brou- 
wer was formally discharged.

O. 8. Newell, division superint nt of the 
Pullman company at San Anfenio, Tex., 
who bad known Wickes since 1871, was the 
principal witness. Mr. Newell began by 
Saying his late superior often had com- 
plained to him regarding the conduct of his 
children. . 

„What did he tell you regarding the girls 
asked Attorney Frank. H. Scott. 

Mr. Wickes said he was ambitious for 
his daughters and he was anxious that they 
should make something of themselves, but he 
told me that they would persist in ‘ hanging 
around’ theaters and attend late suppers. 
Things of that sort, you know.”’ 


Returned Late from Theater. 

Did he mention any specific instance of 
this conduct?“ was asked. 

O, yes, replied Mr. Newell. ‘‘ I remem- 
ber one time Mr. Wickes spoke of an occur- 
rence regarding a theater party. He said 
his daughters attended a theater one night 
and did mot return until 2 o'clock in the 
morning. When they arrived they were ac- 
companied by Sandow, the strong man.“ 

What happened after that?“ asked Mr. 
Scott. 

Then Mr. Wickes said he wished to have 
the girls attend a boarding school—a con- 
vent. They went to the school, and several 
weeks later, when he returned to Chicago 
from a business trip, they were again at 
home.“ 6 

Mr. Newell was asked to tell concerning the 


alleged conduct of the young women during 


the Chicago-world’s fair. 
“Mr. Wickes complained once regarding 


their actions there, ebntinued the witness. 


He said hig daughters persisted in visiting 


the Midway plaisance at night, and he did 


not at all approve of this conduct.“ 


Mysterious Turk Appears, 

“He told me that on one Sunday he was 
sitting at a front window in his house when 
a Turk came to the door. Mrs. Laura 
Wickes answered the bell, and the two con- 
versed for some moments. Later the Turk 
went away, but returned again.“ 

Mrs. Wickes said the visitor was a Turkish 
rug vender. 

A scene at thé Washington park clubhouse 
was brought out on cross examination by 
Attorney William E. Mason. 

One night about three years ago Mr. 
Wickes, his third wife, Mrs. Edna Wickes, 
and I had dinner at the Washington Park 
club,” related Mr. Newell. Mr. Wickes took 
out a match safe, which he was about to re- 
turn to the pocket, when Mrs. Wickes de- 
manded to know who gave it to him. Mr. 
Wickes could not remember where he got it, 
and then there was some trouble.“ 


Wickes Drives Carriage Home. 
Later that same evening Mr. Newell said 
the coachman persisted in driving in the 
wrong direction, and Wickes at last mount- 
ed the box and drove to his residence.

Orities of President Threaten a 
Lively Rumpus at Streator 
Convention Today. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Streator, III., Oct. 17.—[{Special.j—State 
prison officials, ‘in particular Warden Murphy 
of Jollet penitentiary, are slated for severe 


arraignment today in the convention of the 


Illinois Federation of Labor.

an alleged attempt to whitewash prison 
conditions by President Barney Coben, and 
a committed was appointed to make an inves- 
tigation in behalf of organized labor. The con- 
vention refused to accept President Cohen’s 
report and ordered-a rigorous inquiry into 
This committee, of whith John H. Walker 
of Danville is chairman, held a five hour 
session, and, it is said, received evidence re- 
garding violations of the prison law. which 
may form the basis of a stinging rebuke for 
Cohen and the condemnation of the prison 
officials. 


Cohen Denies “Whitewash” Plan. 

President Colfen appeared before the com- 
‘mittee and denied a plan to ‘‘ whitewash ” 
facts. He was supported by several friends, 
who asserted the present law is excellent and 
that its enforcement during the last year 
has been all that could have been. desired. 
They said Cohen was justified in incorporat- 
ing in his report the following encomlum“ 
for the penitentiary heads: 

We wish to express our appreciation of 
the work accomplished by the wardens and 
superintendents of the vari institutions. 
We believe the law should remain unchanged 
and our efforts be dirécted to its thorough 
enforcement and a better understanding of 
conditions. Let us do our part in helping 
and not hampering a good law when it is 
properly understood and enforced.”’ 

Fred Lee of the Chicago Boot and Shoe 
Workers’ union, H. P. Dolan of the. broom- 
makers, and Delegate Walker are heading 
the opposition to Cohen's report. Lee said 
in the convention that he personally had in- 
vestigated Joliet penitentiary and knew of 
many viglations of the law. He said he 
wouldn’t stand for a report commending 
Some of the other dele- 
gates censured President Cohen in their re- 
marks for defending the prison officials. 


Politics Keeps Delegates Busy. 

Politics also is causing a ferment in the 
convention. It seems certain President Gom- 
pers’ program for political action will be,in- 
dorsed, although the Walker matter still 
looms up as a stumbling block. Mr. Walker, 
who is a candidate against Speaker Cannon 
for congress, will be honored by a resolution 
calling for his indorsement unanimously by 
the federation. It is said he will not permit 
his friends to ask anything unless he is cer- 
tain the vote will be unanimous. How Walk- 
er's indorsement will coincide with Gom-- 
— anti-socialistic ideas has not been made 

ain. 

Street car delegates have introduced a res- 
Olution in favor of a law doing away with 
footboards on street cars and substituting 
center aisles therefor.

Brittain is conducting an aggressive 
campaign among the delegates, and is said to 
be gaining followers. Wright claims enough 
votes to insure his election. 

A rumor developed teday to the effect that 
Skinny Madden will arrive tomorrow aft- 
ernoon with a crowd of friends to swing the 
election. Later the story was denied, but in 
order to guard against the tactics which pre- 
vailed last year, Delegate Thomas F. Ken- 
nedy of the Chicago Musicians insisted upon 
having the final hour for receiving new cre- 
dentials set for 12 o’clock tomorrow. 

Sargent Indorses Cannon. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 17.—[Special. ]— 
Frank P. Sargent, commissioner general of 
immigration, who has been identified with 
organized labor for many years, came out 
today in an authorized statement in support 
of Speaker Cannon’s reélection.

In the after- 
noon the commissioners who have been tek- 
ing part in the hearings here held a private 
conference at the Palmer house, and subse- 
quently announced that they would take up 
the grain situation in Kansas City on Mon- 
‘day, be in Omaha Wednesday and Thursday, 
and in Des Moines Friday. 


Lane Reviews the Testimony. 

In discussing the results of. the hearings 
held thue far Commissioner Lane said: 

“From the testimony it appears that the 
grain business or rather the handling of it 
is ‘bunk all the way through, and I wouldn't 
be surprised if, ag a result of this investiga- 
tion, there should be agitation for federal in- 

spection at export points. The shippers of 
the west have complained about the manner 
in which their grain ise .doctored after it 
reaches the elevators.’ 

“It has been shown pretty clearly that old 
grain is mixed with the new grain and the 
grades lowered. I am told that Liverpool buy- 
ers won't accept Newport News receipts. The 
Englishmen have been buncoed so much they 
are wary. The grain is shi to Chicago 
and is doctored at every transfer point.” 

“That is certainly something we will have 
to investigate,” interrupted Commissioner E. 
BE. Clark. 

During the morning session W. H. Bartlett, 
member of the firm of Bartlett, Frasier & 
Carrington, testified that a recent rule 6f 
the Chicago board of trade fixing prices that 
may be bid on grain in the country is a re 
striction of trade, and that the combination 
rule for fixing prices is not a f business 
proposition for men dealing as he does. 

Blevator Pool Abrogated. 

The first witness was James Pettit, presi- 
dent of the Peavey-Grand company, who fur- 
nished a copy of the agreement between the 
public elevator men, but testified that this 
had been abrogated sixty days ago owing to 
the passage of the new ratelaw. Thisagree-

Urbana, III., Oct. 17.—[Spectal. ]—Charges that 
Cari Watson. the crack broad jumper and basket - 
ball player, was Stolen“ by Chicago after attend- 
ing the University of Illinois a month are renewed 
by the Dally Illini today in a lengthy statement. It 
is not charged that Watson received any compen- 
sation to indice him to desert the local institution, 
but “‘ undue influence *’ is freely charged against 
the maroons. In the face of the sweeping denial 
by- Coach Stagg the local story caused a sensation. 

It is charged that besides the Schommer and 
Watson cases Page, a former Lewis institute ath- 
lete, went east and entered Cornell only to desert 
and enter Chicago. Assistant Coach Gpeik of 
Chicago is declared to have made several efforts 
last summer to induce Watson to come to Chicago. 
Another feature of the statement is to the effect 
that Schommer, after leaving Illinofs last fall, de- 
ee he got his board free at the Midway insti- 

ution. 

Leading statements in the Illini are: 

“To Summerfield, a bosom. friend and a star 
player with him on the Lewis institute basketball 
team, Watson confided he had received a letter 
in which Stagg promised to take care of him. 
Summerfield is still at the university, and he made 
the statement this week in the presencé of four 
witnesses. Watson's brother says Speik, assistant 
coach at Chicago, also coach of the freshman team 
of which Watson is so soon a member, went to 
Watson’s house in Chicago, and at three different 
times admonished him to forsake his avowed in- 
tention of attending Illinois and to cast his lot with 
Chicago. The boy's father flatly gave Speik to 
understand Watson was to attend Illinois, after 
which the athletic lad heard no more of Spelk until 
a letter reached him bearing that gentleman's 
signature, and stating he (Speik) was going away 
on a4 vacation; but hoped that in the meantime 
Watson would change his mind and enter Chicago. 
It is fair to Mr. Stagg to say he was not at Chi- 
cago when this affair took place. 

Watson had his heart set on engineering. No 
school without those facilities should, because it 
could use his athietic ability as an advertising 
asset, try to get him to change his intention of 
attending a school where he could probably best 
prepare himself. 

It looks suspicious that Watson should come 
to Illinois with a brother. with whom he was on 
the best of terms, matriculate, attend school a 
month, become pledged to a Greek letter fra- 
ternity, go to a school where his father desired 
him to go, and in spite of all this leave his brother 
here and enter the University of Chicago.”

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BAD ‘nie IN IRON TRADE. 
In Spite of Increased Production Supply 


Is Not Equal to Demand—Coke 
High and Scarce. 


CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 17.—The Iron Trade 
Review tomorrow will say: The danger of 
excessive prices, which the history of the 
trade shows are always followed by periods 
of depression, and sometimes by paralysis of 
business, ie greater than it was a week ago. 
On geome grades of iron quotations have been 
advanced as much as $1.50 per ton within a 
few days. In spite of the increased 
tion the supply is not adequate, and there is 
a scarcity of all grades in all parts of the 
country, at least for delivery up to April of 
next year. Added to the troubles of the fur- 
nace men, are the increased prices for coke 
and probable higher quotations om ore. A 
year ago large contracts for furnace coke 
were — made at 52.80. Today the price 
is from 50c to 780 higher. It is difficult to 
see much prospect of relief. The demand for 
pig iron in England and Germany is so strong 
that exporte will not be made from those 
countries except at high prices,
